Under the Platt amendment, the 
Tnited States pledged itself to proe- 
tect the rights of the Cuban people 
hy guaranteeing a Cuban government 
“adequate fer the protection of life, 
ywroperty and individual liberty.” This 
as been variously interpreted as to 
how far the United States should go. 
While it undoubtedly gives the United 
States wide latitude, this government 
has opposed revolution in Cuba, tak- 
ing the attitude of backing the govern- 
ment in power so long as foreign 
preperty is protected

Each president in the 
long procession of years down to 
Roosevelt worked ai this fireside. In 
the refurnishing of the White House 
by Mr. Roosevelt, the president's 
study was moved to another room 
which was used by our presidents 
from Mr. Taft to Mr. Coolidge. But 
recent extensions to the White 
House made it possible for me to 
restore the president’s study to this 
room, where still lingers the invisible 
presence of so many of our great 
men. 

“Tt is here where the Adamses, fa- 
ther and son, Jefferson, Monroe, 
Jackson, Grant. McKinley, Roosevelt 
and a score of other devoted men 
worked.

A flint-lock rifle, long and un- 
wieldy, with the heyday of its useful- 
ness gone by more than a century 
and a half, but with claim to the 
distinction of being perhaps the most 
noteworthy weapon in American his- 
tory, reposes unassumingly in a down- 
town vault in Atlanta. From its muz- 
zle sped the shot that drew first blood 
from ‘British troops at Lexington in 
opening of the Revolutionary War. 

Its owner, H. W. Brown, took it

Some 
time ago Mr. Brown, on a visit to 
Lexington, gathered information and 
affidavits substantiating the tradition 


that was attached to the family heir- 
loom. Details of the incident as gath- 
ered by. the Atlanta great-grandson 
were related as follows: 

“The musket was used at the battle 
of Lexington, Mass., Avril 19, 1775,

As they approached that place 
they found the countryside aroused 
and alarmed and the British turned 


their captives loose, they themselves | 


riding toward Bosten to join their 
own troops. 


“At about 5 o’clock in the morning 
the Britjsh troops. appeared on the 
village green of Lexington. The Amer- 
ican militia was drawn up to oppose 
them, only partly armed and undecided 
as to what action to take, As the Brit- 
ish advanced they fired on the Ameri- 
cans. at first without bullets, but after 
the first volley the guns were loaded 
with balls, and several Americans 
were killed. The militia returned the 
fire after the first volley, but owing 
to the dense smoke they were unable 
to take aim, and no British were 
killed or wounded. 

“But in the meantime Solomon 
Rrown had taken his place behind a 
stone wall at the side of the British 
as they came up, where he had a clear 
view of the column, and as they fired 
at the Americans he opened fire and 
wounded a British soldier. His ac-

Aftermath Significant. 


The aftermath is more significant 
than the strike. The worst of the 
trouble may be over. No responsible 
authority, however hopeful, will as- 
sert that it is. The courts are loaded 
with more eases alleging violence and 
death than can be eleared from a 
congested calendar in many weeks. 

The lawlessness which is Gastonia’s 
unhappy lot today is not that of the 
ordinary industrial upheaval in a 
mill town or a mining camp.

IN SOUTH CAROLINA EAT AS” 
THE SOUTH CAROLINANS DO. 


There is no particular virtue in liv- 
ing in South Carolina, asserts Dr. Roe 
E. Remington, chemist and director 
of the laboratory of the South Caro- 
lina food research commission, no par- 


ticular virtue, that is, unless one eats 
the foods which are grown there. Then 
he explains city dwellers whose food 
comes mostly out of tin cans and those 
in city or country who through igno- 
rance or poverty have few or no fresh 
vegetables in their diet—well, they 
might almost as well be living in the 
goiter belt. 

South Carolina has eomparatively 
little goiter, and what little there is 
in the state is found more among the 
colored children than among the 
whites. ‘This is unusual, for in most 
communities where there are many col- 
ored people goiter is more prevalent 
among the whites. 

Dr. Remington gives some analyses 
of vegetables grown in South Carolina 
alongside of the analyses of ‘vegetables 

rown in California and in Oregon. 
oiter is exceedingly prevalent in Ore- 
gon, and nearly as prevalent in Cali- 
fornia.. South Carolina carrots con- 
tained 135 parts of iodine in the bil- 
lion parts of dried vegetable; Cali- 
fornia carrots contained eight parts 
of iodine per bililon (McClendon 
analysis) and ,.Oregon carrots only 2.3 
parts of iodine per billion (McClen- 
den).- South Carolina beets contain- 
ed 233 parts of iodine, as compared 
with California beets at eight parts. 
Spinach grown in. South Carolina 
yields 424 parts of iodine in each bil- 
lion of the dried material; whereas if 
one has to put up with California 
grown spinach one gets only 26 parts 
of iodine. What an elephantine ca- 
pacity for this delicacy one would 
need to ward off goiter in California! 

Tomatoes, South Carolina grown, 
give 273 parts of iodine, but in Cali- 
fornia grown only 17.5 parts. This 
brings us to dangerous ground. We 
had better back off before we get into 
the orange groves. 

The tops of beets, caggots and tur- 
nips contain more iodine than the 
roots. This observation indicates ro 
Dr. Remington that the plants use the 
iodine from the soil, building it into 
the organic structure, for the leaves 
are the part of a plant where the more 
active chemical changes of metabolism 
or growth take place. 

This thorough student does not be- 
lieve that the iodine in the soil gets 
there from sea spray blown in over- 
land in the winds and deposited in fog, 
rain or dew. He argues that if that 
were true, the other salts of the sea 
should be found in the soil in propor- 
tion with the jodine. and such. is not 
the case. He believes the large 
amount of iodine in South Carolina 
soil is largely derived from the weath- 
ering of granite rocks in the Appa- 
lachian mountains, but that it has 


probably been somewhat angmented 


by the use of commercial fertilizers 
over a long period of years. . Chilean 
nitrate of soda may contain as high 
as 0.02 per cent of iodine, but most 
other fertilizers contain, no more than 
is present in some ‘natural soils, 
Other investigators have shown that 
nlants are able to take up iodine from 
the soil and bnild it into the prganic 
structure. incidentally igcreasing the 
erop yield. when iodine is added in 
the amount of two pounds to the acre.

_The petition also outlined the con- 
dition which exists at the Peachtree 
plant, and showed that the city failed 
to follow the advice of expert engi- 
neers in constructing a plant adequate 
to care for the growth and expansion 
of the city when the unit was erected. 

At the time the city determined to 
take steps to abate what then was a 
nuisance, it followed the advice of 
leading doctors, who warned against 
the health menace, and also an insist- 
ent demand made by the citizens of 
Atlanta, it was pointed out. 

Condition Worse Than Ever. 

Conditions now are said to be worse 
than they ever were previously, more 
than twice as much untreated sewage 
being turned into the creek as there 
is treated sewage. It was pointed out 
in the petition also that more un- 
treated sewage flows into the creek 
now than before the plant was erect- 
ed about 12 years ago. 

The $2,000,000 bond issue voted in 
1926 for sewer improvements contem- 
plated relief of the sewage nuisance at 
the Peachtree plant, it was declared, 
but the money is practically all gone 
and not one cent has been expended for 
this important work. 

“Residents of the district were told 
to await completion of topographical 
maps in order that sewer lines and 
plants could be stationed intelligently 
from an engineering standpoint. Work 
on the maps is virtually completed,” 
one of the speakers said. 

“Those living in the area and even 
citizens of Atlanta are suffering from 
the unsanitary condition caused by 
this plant and something must be done 
to relieve it.” 

Text of Communication, 

‘Text of the communication filed 
with the mayor by the legal repre 
sentatives of the citizens in the vicin- 
ity-of the creek follows: 

“The undersigned property owners 
affected by the nuisance maintained 
by the city of Atlanta at its sewage 
disposal plant on Peachtree creek, di- 
rect this letter to you in your repre- 
sentative capacity, in order that the 
city of Atlanta receive ample notice 
of its responsibility in connection with 
said nuisance, and be afforded an op- 
portunity to rectify existing conditions 
without unnecessary expense or fur- 
ther aggravation of the damage _in- 
flicted. 

‘The history of the ease is briefly: 
Before construction of the Peachtree 
creek disposal ‘Plant, sewage of North 
Atlanta was dumped into Peachtree 
creek in raw condition, The situation 
became so offensive that the medical 
profession united in appealing to the 
city of Atlanta to take steps to ré- 
moye the grave menace to health. 
The people of Atlanta joined in urg- 
ing that the city apply sanitary meth- 
ods to the disposal of its sewage.

Wesley Ferrell, young Cleveland right-hander who is the best rookie 


pitcher of the year. 


Raised on his father’s dairy farm at Guilford, N. C., young Ferrell 


began milking cows at the age of 10. 


Now at 21 he finds that the task 


he disliked as a kid has helped him blossom almost overnight into the 
greatest pitching prospect of the major league season. 
“Gee, how I hated to get up at day-¢ . 


break to milk those cows,” Ferreil 
told the United News in an interview 


today. “But by milking 8 to 10 cows 
every morning I developed the muscles 
in my fingers and now I can grip a 
baseball and make it do almost any- 
thing I want to. 

“My first ball would never have 
been as good as it is if I hadn’t de- 
veloped by finger muscles by milking 
cows. I learned control by throw- 
ing rocks at snakes, birds and rabbits. 
I got so accurate that I could some- 
times kill a flying bird or a rabbit 
in flight. I never missed a snake it 
I got the jump on him.” 

WON 19 GAMES. 

Playing his second year of profes- 
sional baseball, Ferrell has won 19 
games and lost 9 in the American 
league, which places him third only to 
Grove and Earnshaw of the Philadel- 
phia Athletics in pitchers who have 
participated in 15 or more games.

Councilman George Lyle, of the 
eleventh. ward, author of the meas- 
ure, said that he would revise it and 
present it again at the next regular 
meeting of city council October 7. 

Mr. Ragsdale affixed his veto to 
the council rules revision matter be- 
cause “there seems to be a_ conflict 
between the new rules and some of 
those which were not amended.”
